”Mr. Greenbriar” Retires, 
Leaves the City He Served 

Greenbriar has lost one of its longest serving and most 
prominent citizen activists and the City of Greenbelt has 
lost its Chair of the Employee Relations Board. William E. 
Ayers, “Mr. Greenbriar,” who retired recently from hia 
executive position with Safeway Stores, has moved back to 
his homeland in West Virginia. 

Ayers was an original resident

By unanimous voice vote, 
Antoinette Bram's fellow 
councilmembers elected her 
Greenbelt’s first female 
mayor in over four decades 
as a number of current and 
former state and local offi¬ 
cials looked on. And a grate¬ 
ful council and city govern¬ 
ment bid farewell to Gil 
Weidenfeld, Greenbelt’s 
mayor for the last 11 years 
and councilmember for 22 
years. Edward Putens was 
elected mayor pro tern. 

The councilmembers, perhaps 
because what little official busi¬ 
ness took place at the short 
November 8 meeting required 
scant deliberation on their part, 
were in a relaxed, buoyant mood. 
After the swearing in of the 
newly elected members, all of 
them incumbents except Judith 
“J” Davis, Councilmember Rod¬ 
ney Roberts said, “I can now 
truthfully say I’ve been both 
sworn at and sworn in”—to which 
Councilmember Thomas X- White 
later riposted “Lighten up, Rod¬ 
ney.” The audience, which in- 
many airannrters o|J|ofch 
the successful and unsuccessful 
council candidates, interrupted 
the proceedings frequently with 
laughter, 

A few councilmembers vied 
with each other in giving thanks 
for the support of their fami¬ 
lies. White drew chuckles when 
he said, “It’s no secret that a 
lot of my support came from 
people who know (my wife) 
Helen and not me” But Bram 
topped them. Perhaps displaying 
the acumen which made her the 
council's top vote-getter, she 
pointed out that virtually her 
entire family, from her 92-year- 
cld mother down to her grand¬ 
children, was attending the ses¬ 
sion. 

Tribute to Weidenfeld 

Much of the meeting was tak¬ 
en up by a tribute to Weidenfeld. 
Addressing the council as a pri¬ 
vate citizen for the first time 
after over two decades of ser¬ 
vice, Which he called ‘“a labor 
of love,” he challenged the new 
council to “use vision when you 
make your decisions ■ . - The 
'decisions you make have an im¬ 
pact over five, 10, 15 years.” 

» City Manager Daniel Hobbs, 
speaking for the Various depart¬ 
ments in the city, presented 
'Weidenfeld with an “ex-mayor’s 
survival kit” to ease his tran¬ 
sition into what Hobbs called 
•“civilian life.” It included such 
'items as a Greenbelt Junior Po¬ 
lice Badge (“to flash when you 
get stopped for speeding”), toy 
'trucks (“downsized” equipment 
from a “downsized” Public Works 
-Department), a bathing cap (“to 
keep the hair out of your eyes” 

1 —the audience was especially 
mirthful over this, for some rea¬ 
son). He also received a battery- 
operated “substitute mayor’s 
gavel” (“what you really wish 
you had had at all those council 
meetings”), which featured, 
among other marvels, a “death 


ray.” The most important item, 
however, said Hobbs, was a large 
•Valentine, which was to show 
'that “our heart ... is going 
•with you.” , 

Bram, in her first speech as 
•mayor, Was brief, praising the 
experience of her colleagues, in¬ 
cluding newcomer Davis, who, 
she said, had 15 years of com¬ 
munity service to prepare her 
for her role as councilmember. 
■She closed by quoting from 
Shakespear’s Coriolanus “What 
'is a city but the people?” 

Reflections 

Bram said later that among 
her objectives in her term as 
mayor was to take steps to com- 


COG’s Bicycle Technical Sub¬ 
committee submits a priority list 
each year to the COG Transpor¬ 
tation Technical Committee. This 
year’s list includes 26 bicycle 
transportation projects totaling 
$14 million.

bat “daytime crime.” She noted 
that Greenbelt has a much larger 
population during the day, addi- 
ing that she personally witnessed 
drug sales taking place in Green- 
belt East and Springhill Lake 
while she was campaigning 
door-to-door. 

Echoing this concern, White 
said the election showed that 
combating crime was a top pri¬ 
ority of the city’s residents. He 
said that the council would sup¬ 
port police efforts to improve 
patrol visibility. White also said 
that the council would have to 
focus more time and attention 
on ensuring access to Metro than

tion Planning Board- The pro¬ 
posed 1993 revision to this plan 
includes 142 projects totaling 
$105 million. 

Three projects that are pro¬ 
posed for inclusion in the plan 
are in Greenbelt. These include 
a trail from Cherrywood Lane 
to the Greenbelt Metro Station 
!($1 million), a pedestrian over¬ 
pass on Greenbelt Road at 
Frankfort ($800 thousand), and 
a pedestrian overpass on Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue at Crescent ($800 
thousand). None of the Greenbelt 
projejcts are on the COG pri¬ 
ority list. 

The Intermodal Surface Trans¬ 
portation Efficiency Act (IS- 
TEA) provides federal money 
for transportation enhance¬ 
ments, including bicycle or pe¬ 
destrian projects but only

of Greenbriar Phase I, moving 
into the new condominium pro¬ 
ject 19 years ago- “Since mov¬ 
ing to Greenbelt in 1974, I have 
felt the need to serve my com¬ 
munity, which has given more 
to me than I to it by providing 
me a great environment and 
quality of life which I would 
find difficult to match else¬ 
where,” he once advised Green- 
briar residents. 

Ayers served Greenbriar in 
many ways, according to its 
monthly publication, the Green- 
briar Crier. He was president of 
■both the Phase I Association and 
the Greenbriar Community Asso¬ 
ciation (GCA). He held the lat¬ 
ter position for seven years, re¬ 
signing in September. GCA is 
responsible for the operation and 
management of the recreational 
facilities and other property 
common to all five phases of 
Greenbriar. Ayers also had served 
terms as vice-president of both 
associations, secretary of GCA 
and as GCA representative to 
the Social and Landscaping Com¬ 
mittees. 

In 1981 the Greenbelt City 
Council appointed Ayers to the 
Employee Relations Board and 
in 1987 named him the board’s 
chair, a position he held until 
he resigned to move out of the 
city- The Employee Relations 
Board is a hearing board for 
city employee grievances and ap¬ 
peals of disciplinary actions- 

In other duties, Ayers served 


as editor of the Crier newsletter. 
Each year he also prepared his 
specialty for the Greenbriar an¬ 
nual Pool Party Picnic, “Bill’s 
Famous Baked Beans.” 

Last month Mayor Gil Weid¬ 
enfeld presented Ayers with a 
City Council Certificate of Ap¬ 
preciation for his service on the 
Employee Relations Board, Weid¬ 
enfeld expressed his disappoint¬ 
ment in seeing Ayers leave 
Greenbelt and the Employee Re¬ 
lations Board, He invited him to 
Come back often to see his 
friends in Greenbelt. Ayers also 
received a plaque from the GCA. 
at which time he promised to 
return next May 4 for Green- 
briar’s 20th Anniversary.

Before he could tender his 
resignation to the Council at its 
August 9 meeting, the council 
voted to refuse to accept any 
resignation Braden might ten¬ 
der. Without giving him a chance 
to speak it then enacted a reso¬ 
lution doubling his town salary 
to $3,000. The new salary plus 
Braden’s federal government 
salary as Community Manager 
would be slightly greater than 
what High Point had offered. 

When he did get to speak, 
Braden reminded the council that 
he had formally accepted the 
position in a wire to High Point 
and could not rescind it in a 
gentlemanly fashion. The council 
then decided to seek to “freeze” 
Braden in his job under War 
Manpower regulations. 

Indispensable 

Mayor Allen D, Morrison said 
that he “just can’t picture a 
new man coming in and being 
able to do what you (Braden) 
have done.” Council member 
Thomas Ricker stated that Bra¬ 
den would not be hurting High 
Point as much by retracting his 
acceptance as he would be hurt¬ 
ing Greenbelt by leaving. The 
council and others further con¬ 
tended that all the features that 
he had secured for the town that 
other communities lack show 
that Braden is indispensable. 

A flustered Braden said that 
he was “in a hell of a fix.” He 
had ten days of misery and sleep¬ 
less nights trying to make up 
his mind and didn’t know what 
he would have done if the coun¬ 
cil had made its actions prior 
to his accepting the job. 

In editorials the News Review 
criticized the council for 'being 
“slow on the uptake on the prob¬ 
lem.” It also contended that 
‘Those who know the manager 
feel it was hitting a trifle below 
the belt when the council re¬ 
minded him of his deep attach¬ 
ment for the children in his own 
neighborhood. They, were trying 
everything.” Still the paper’s 
editor felt that 4 the council’s ef¬ 
forts had deeply touched Braden. 
However, the paper did feel that 
after six years the town had 
to stand on its own feet one of 
these days. 

Gobbel Is Successor 

Although Mayor Morrison re¬ 
ceived 107 letters urging the 
council to do everything it could 
to keep Braden, it failed. Still 
refusing to accept Braden’s 


resignation, it did meet with Fed¬ 
eral Public Housing Adminis¬ 
tration (FPHA) officials to con¬ 
sider a successor. The FPHA se¬ 
lected James T. Gobbel who had 
been working with the Green¬ 
belt project at FPHA as the 
new community manager. 

Finally, on October 8, Bra¬ 
den’s last day, Council accepted 
his resignation and then appoint¬ 
ed Gobbel as the new city man¬ 
ager. 

A large group of local town 
and federal employees and mem¬ 
bers of the town council at¬ 
tended a dinner party in his .,on- 
or before his departure. Braden 
received a watch as a gift from 
the group. 

Contributions 

Braden’s contributions :c 
Greenbelt were reported in an 
article by Anne Hull. He bad 
sought to carry out a “balanced 
program” fostering the interests 
of all groups without favoring 
one over another. He was es¬ 
pecially proud of Greenbelt’s 
educational, recreational and 
public health facilities and the 
attention given to child welfare. 

His keen interest in athletic 
activities carried over from the 
days he was a three letter man 
at college. “It is fitting.” Hull 
stated, “that he leaves his name 


er-

behind on the slopes of the 
athletic field.” 

“It is very hard for m? to 
leave,” Braden said, “for no one 
could have been treated finer 
than I have been here.” 

Did Not Apply 

Braden did not apply for the 
High Point job. He first went 
there to attend the funeral of 
the former manager, E. M, Knox, 
as representative of the Inter, 
national City Management Asso¬ 
ciation (IOMA). Knox was presi¬ 
dent of ICMA at the time of his 
death, a position Braden had 
also held. Subsequently the Coun¬ 
cil invited Braden for an inter¬ 
view. Ignoring the 3-3 applicants 
who had sought the job. the High 
Point Council selected Braden. 

Prior to coming to work for 
the federal government and 
Greenbelt. Braden had been the 
Arlington, Va. County Manage/.

Gun Control Thanks 


The letter in the last issue 
of the News Review by Charles 
Kendall, Jr. supporting murder 
weapons needs an answer. 

Mr. Kendall is correct in stat¬ 
ing that stationing police as 
much as every few hundred feet 
would not be enough to stop a'l 
crime. However, this does not 
mean one should keep a gun 
in one’s home. The New England 
Journal of Medicine recently re¬ 
ported that it is 2.7 times as 
likely that the gun will be used 
against the homeowner as against 
the intruder. 

There are two reasons for hav¬ 
ing a waiting period before pur¬ 
chasing a gun. One is that it 
gives authorities a chance to 
check on the would-be buyer. 
The other reason is that it pro¬ 
vides a cooling off period- Many 
murders are committed in a 
moment of passion. 

Greenbelt has long favored 
gun control. When the issue was 
on the Greenbelt ballot in 1969 
it passed almost two to one. 
Again in 1988 Greenbelt voted 
overwhelmingly for gun control. 


I would like to thank all those 
Greenbelt citizens who voted for 
me and supported my candidacy 
with such warmth and genero¬ 
sity. We are fortunate to live 
in a city that offers its candi¬ 
dates so miany forums to express 
their views and to listen to 
citizen concerns. The Greenbelt 
News Review, GATE, Citizens 
for Greenbelt, GEAC and Green 
Ridge House should especially 
be commended 1 for their efforts. 

Once more I would like to 
thank the candidates for a clean¬ 
ly run campaign. I look forward 
to working with the other mem¬ 
bers of the new council and to 
serving all the citizens of Green¬ 
belt.

In bringing The Sunrise Quartet before the local public, 
the Greenbelt Arts Center has set a musical standard it will 
find difficult to equal- This magnificent string ensemble 
demonstrated a remarkable cohesion not too frequently en¬ 
countered in the finest concert halls of our area. The con¬ 
cert was held on October 23 at the Presbyterian Church in 
Berwyn Heights since adequate facilities were unavailable 
in Greenbelt for that evening. 

The program opened with the American University. Kivrak 


Mozart Quartet No. 1 in G 
<K.$0). What a joy it was to 
hear this extraordinary quartet 
(perform Mozart. Delicacy and 
strength were appropriately used 
in each of the four movements. 
The rendition compared favor¬ 
ably with that of the leading and 
better-known quartets- 

La Oracion del Torero by Jo- 
quin Turina was next on the 
program- This composition and 
the composer were entirely new 
to this critic and sent him to 
the research shelves.

projects on a metropolitan plan¬ 
ning organization’s transporta¬ 
tion plan, such as that by GOG, 
may receive ISTEA funds. 

According to Bruce Hancock, 
chairman of the COG Bicycle 
Technical Subcommittee, Green¬ 
belt should complete a grant ap¬ 
plication and be prepared to de¬ 
fend it before Maryland’s ISTEA 
Review Committee. Hancock has 
secured $2.2 million for his agen¬ 
cy, the MhNCPPC in Prince 
Georges County, and has an ad¬ 
ditional $2 million project on 
next year’s priority list, 

Eric Berlin, Trails Plan Coor¬ 
dinator for Greenbelt, says that 
the city would need direction 
from city council before it could 
prepare an ISTEA grant appli¬ 
cation. 

The ISTEA Review Committee 
is chaired by Neil Pedersen, Di¬ 
rector of the State Highway 
Administration (SHA) Office of 


Planning and Preliminary Engi¬ 
neering in Baltimore. Pedersen, 
who made a presentation last 
year at the SHA District 3 
Headquarters in Greenbelt, said 
Maryland planned to spend ap¬ 
proximately $6 million each year 
for ISTEA bicycle and pedes¬ 
trian projects. In addition, the 
SHA is spending its own funds 
for on-road improvements for 
bicycling. He added that bicycle 
projects that provide access to 
Metro Stations and other tran¬ 
sit stations are being given pri- 
oriy. 

During the first two years that 
ISTEA dollars were available, 
Maryland approved funding for 
projects totaling $11 million. Of 
that $11 million, $2.2 million 
have been allocated for M-NC- 
PPC Parks and Recreation De¬ 
partment trails in the College 
Park, Hyattsville, Brentwood and 
Bladensburg areas of Prince 
Georges County.

Awarded Tree Grant 

The Greenbrook Estates 
Homeowner’s Association has 
been awarded a $550 grant from 
the Chesapeake Bay Trust The 
grant is to be used for planting 
trees in a wetland area to pro¬ 
vide habitat and prevent eros¬ 
ion. 

The Trust awarded 85 grants 
for a total of $110,262 for com¬ 
munity bay restoration and edu¬ 
cation and projects. Funded ac¬ 
tivities include: shortline eros¬ 
ion control projects, wetland 
pliantings, creation of small oys¬ 
ter reefs, water quality testing, 
tree plantings and educational 
field trips. 

‘“The trust supports commun¬ 
ity groups who are willing to 
dedicate their time and effort 
to making real improvements in 
the health of the bay,” said 
Thomas L. Burden, executive di¬ 
rector of the trust. “Our educa¬ 
tion grants are designed to get 
students outdoors where they 
can gain an appreciation for the 
bay and its tributaries and where 
they can begin to take an active 
role in restoration activities,” he 
added.

GHI Approves ’94 Budget

The 1994 budget and a new buyer’s warranty program 
were the most debated topics at the November 4 Board 
meeting of Greenbelt Homes Incorporated (GHI). 

The Board of Directors for 


GHI’s apartment division — 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion (GDC) met prior to the 
meeting and approved its 1994 
budget. The 1994 GDC budget 
showed little change from that 
of 1993. The only exception was 
a $15,000 item for “balcony re¬ 
pairs by a masonry contractor 
to replace deteriorated steel lin¬ 
tels and block and crack repairs 
to seven exterior balconies at 
21-27 Parkway." Acting Director 
Paul Sinner said this budget is 
“very close to the allocated dol¬ 
lars needed to run the opera¬ 
tion." 

Sherry Gartner presented a 
petition signed by 89 members 
requesting a special membership 
meeting to consider two items. 
The first is “that the GHI bud¬ 
get be kept at or below total 
member charges for 1993—$5,- 
938^605." The second item is 
“that GHI members assert their 
authority to approve or disap¬ 
prove the annual budget at a 
special membership meeting.” 
President Alan Freas noted that 
the Board could neither accept 
nor act upon the petition until 
at least 50 signatures had been 
verified. 

The Board approved, for first 
reading, the proposed 1994 bud¬ 
get of $6,877,909. This approval 
followed a series of presenta¬ 
tions on the budget at three sep¬ 
arate meetings plus a member¬ 
ship hearing (attended by the 
Audit Committee, the Board of 
Directors and five members). 


Garage Rents Go Up 
During the meeting few modi¬ 
fications were made- These in¬ 
clude: (1) increase of monthly 
garage rents by $1.00, netting 
an additional $3,312 and (2) in¬ 
crease of membership fees and 
processing fees on resales by $15 
each. Because the number of 
sales decreased from 95 to 85 
last year, the rise in member¬ 
ship fees is expected to yield a 
deficit of $10,650- Management 
explained that the number of 
resales is a highly variable item. 
The acting manager stated that 
the cumulative effect of these 
modifications” , . . was to de¬ 
crease members’ charges by $7,- 
662. The percentage increase in 
members’ monthly charges is re¬ 
duced from 4.3% to 4.2 f > and the 
operating charge increase is re¬ 
duced from 5.9 r \ to 57%.” 

Director Don Comis proposed 
at least three motions to reduce 
the budget, but each motion was 
rejected by the Board. Finally, 
he asked management, “If you 
had to cut $36,000 from the bud¬ 
get. where would you get it?" 

Warranty Program 

The proposed warranty pro¬ 
gram, previously discussed on 
September 8 was revisited. The 
Board unanimously approved a 
motion introduced by Carole 
Levin asking the Aesthetics and 
Engineering (A&E) Committee 
to: (1) review GHI’s re-sale in¬ 
spection procedures, (2) recom¬ 
mend any improvements, (3) de¬ 
termine if GHI is effectively

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

This week our vehicle heaters got tested, and questions have 
besn asked about the heat not feeling as hot as it used to- Well 
here are some common problems that can contribute to low heat 
output. 

First Common Problem: Low coolant level. Make sure that 
the engine coolant is at the proper level and that no leaks are 
present. 

Second: A thermostat that does not seal completely'* this 
means the coolant is always flowing, not allowing the coolant to 
warm up completely. 

Third: A misaligned temperature door inside the dash area 
or a hot water control valve which does not allow the hot coolant 
to flow through the heater core. 

Fourth: A blocked heater core which does not allow enough 
warm coolant to radiate heat. 

Pre-set your heat controls the night before so you don’t have 
to move them when it’s stone cold. They are just plastic and 
could break.

dt had been able to do in the 
last two years. 

Roberts, who had noted his 
maverick role on the c-ourucil dur¬ 
ing the meeting, said he would 
•endeavor to “finish what I start¬ 
ed out,” which he characterized 
as ‘“looking for alternatives” in 
response to various issues before 
the council. 

Other Voices 

-County Council member Rich¬ 
ard Casta ldi, whose district in¬ 
cludes Greenbelt, was one of the 
•local officials in attendance at 
•the meeting. Afterward-s, he 
•spoke briefly about a matter of 
•concern to the city: a $20,000 
•tax exemption the county coun¬ 
cil is offering to the United 
(Negro College Fund to relocate 
its national headquarters in 
Greenbelt. He said that tax reve¬ 
nues from the 70 new jobs it 
would bring to the county, many 
•of them high-paying, would make 
up for the exemption many times 
over. The county hopes that a 
move by a nationally-known or¬ 
ganization such as the Fund 
could influence other educational 
and research and development 
institutions to relocate to the 
county. 

At a reception hosted by 
‘Mayor Brarn at her home later 
that evening, the hoi polloi rub¬ 
bed shoulders with city officials 
and local luminaries. Tom Rena- 
han, who has been spearheading 
a drive by the Greenbelt Arts 
Gen ter to win approval by the 
city council of a new concept 
plan for the performing arts 
theater to be built onto the Com¬ 
munity Center, reflected that the 
election results were good for 
its prospects. “The people who 
favored it all won,” he said. “Of 
the other four, three of them 
lost.” But it still faces a for¬ 
midable hurdle. “Where does the 
city find the money? That’s the 
big question.’” What the the¬ 
ater needs, he said, is “a pro¬ 
fessional level capital campaign.” 
He said he remains optimistic, 
“but we have a lot of work to 
do”
